PRESIDENT CRACKS DOWN 

However, President Raul Le- 
oni on Tuesday night suspend- 
ed constitutional guarantees in 
a crackdown on the terrorists, 
the first such move in Vene- 
zuela since 1962. 

In the past few weeks, ter- 
rorists have set fire to an 
American-o \v n e d department 
store in Caracas, bombed at 
least two supermarkets, fired 
on a U. S. Department of Com- 
merce exhibit and shot at police- 
men, according to the Associ- 
ated Press.
